Thank you for your kind comments about Chits, Chiselers, 
and Funny Money.

I am enclosing two of our tokens that we issued. 


The comprehensive Missouri book is, I am sure, a number of 
years off. However, in addition to yourself, Ron Horstmann, and 
Bruce Smith, there are others involved in parts of that basic 
research. I have collected data for over ten years when the 
opportunity and finances allowed. Additionally, collections and 
information have been gathered by Dr. Vacca, Chuck Littlefield, 
and Marvin Burnett. There are at least six active bidders for 
Missouri tokens. Conceivably, there are at least four other 
Missouri collectors and numerous others whose collections contain 
odds and ends of Missouri material. I have no idea how many 
paper currency collectors exist.
